LEAGUE DELEGATES

Worried Small Powers 
Believe Geneva Meas- 
ures Will Be Retained 
Despite End of Conflict. 


GENEVA, May 10.—(®)—A belief 
sanctions would be continued despite 
Italy’s annextion of Ethiopia was gen- 
eral tonight on the eve of a crucial 
session of the League of Nations’ 
council. 

Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
and his British colleagues remained 
coldly non-committal. There seemed 
to be no crusading spirit manifested, 
in contrast to last fall when the “war 
of aggression” began. 

Smaller states of Europe, however, 
were plainly alarmed over the possible 
repercussions of Premier Mussolini's 
seizure of a League state. They ex- 
presesd loyalty to the League but are 
waiting for France and Britain to take 
the leadership in the present crisis and 
to save the League, to which they 
cling because they themselves have no 
mighty fleets or armies.

Big Corporations 


Will Pay No Taxes Under New Bill 


Senator Lists 29 Other Large Companies Which May Pay 
Less and Declares They May Be Given ‘Stranglehold’ 
on Small Competitors. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—(4)—<¢ 
Openly questioning the administra- 
tion’s proposa) to tax undistributed 
corporate profits, Senator Byrd, demo- 
crat, Virginia, in a letter made pub- 
lic toda#, listed 11 giant corporations 
which he said would escape paying 
any taxes. 

Writing to Secretary Morgenthau, 
the Virginian also listed 29 other big 
companies which he said might pay 
less taxes under the administration 
revenue bill and asked the treasury 
chief to give him the names of all cor- 
porations with incomes of $1,000,0UU 
or more that would pay less than un- 
der their present dividend policies. 

He expressed concern over possibil- 
ity of “giving these large corporations 
a greater advantage and perhaps. 4 
strangle-hold @ver their present small- 
er competitors.” 

Byrd, in his letter to Morgenthau, 
said he was “concerned about the ap- 
plication of the proposed tax policies 
to those corporations which now have 
large surpluses and a strong cash or 
credit position.” 

Must Guard Small Man. 

“We must make certain,” he said, 
“that legislation does not prevent the 
healthy growth amd expansion of our 
smaller businesses by imposing a pen- 


palty upon them if their financial po- 
sition and their business opportunities 
do not permit the payment in divi- 
dends of substantially all their prot- 
its. I want your assistance in ap- 
praising the situation.” 

The 11 “financially strong com- 
panies that can completely avoid tax- 
ation” by distributing their income On 
the same basis they did in 1934 were 
listed as follows:

The deficit ‘as reduced last year 
through application of a legacy of

sale of property in Shanghai, China. 

The executive committee of foreign 
missions is*completing 75 years’ serv- 
ice as an agency of the Southern 
Presbyterian church. It was organ- 
ized by the first general assembly of 
the church in December, 1861, -with 


the Rev. John hton W D. 
D., of Columbia, 8. C., as the first 
executive secretary. 

The first Southern Presbyterian 
mission on foreign soil was estab- 
lished in China in 1867, and today 
the church has nine missions in for- 
eign lands.

PARIS, May 10.—Leon Blum, pow- 
erful leftest who is expected to form 
the next French calénet, today laid 
down the following four-point foreign 
policy which the nation will follow 
at least until the next election in 
1940: 


; 1. Adherence to the League of Na- 
ons. 

2. Consolidation of European peace. 

3. Promotion of mutual assistance 
pacts. 

4. Progressive disarmament. 


Speaking to the national socialist 
council, lum, who engineered the 
popular front, which was swept into 
power in the recent elections, said: 

“We must consolidate the country 
against fascist attacks. We must put 
the republican spirit in all high ad- 
ministrations, and we will deprive the 
fascists of all secret means of propa- 
ganda.” 

Blum did not specifically mention 


A new government, behind which 
Blum will the power, will take of- 
fice-on June 2. Premier Albert Sar- 
raut and his cabinet will resign at 
that time and a radical cabinet will 
take its place. ~— 


_“T am convinced we must still in- 
sist on urging communiste to partici- 
pate in the new government,” Blum 
said. “But, in any case, our friend- 
ship remains.” 


Blum outlined his political and fi- 
nancial program in general terms, re- 
iterating the socialist party is op- 
posed to devaluation and speculators, 
whom he charged with promoting de- 
valaution against the interests of the 
country. 

‘We are hostile to any form of de- 
valaution,” he said. 

He praised the outgoing premier 
for honest dealing with all situations. 
He assured his listeners that the so- 
cialist party will take power with a 
positive program based on defiance 
and republican liberties. . 

“We are making no threats,” he 
said, “but let no one forget that we 
are not a few isolated men but that 
we have the mass of the people be-

Usually, but not always, opinions are 
followed in other cases. I am told 
that our law provides that where 
the opinion is unanimous it must be 
followed unless the court unanimously 
thinks otherwise; but where: the -opin- 
ion .is not unanimous a majority of 
the court ‘as then constituted in a lat- 
er case may adopt a_ different view. 

“This opinion is far from unani- 
mous. Judge Gordon Knox dissent- 
ed from it entirely. Justice Beck, as 
I understand his opinion, concurred in 
the judgment of reversal only be- 
cause he thought a suit in equity 
could not be brought. The fact that 
he concurred in the judgement does 
not mean that he concurred in the 
opinion as to who was treasurer. 


One Justice Concurred. 


“This leaves only one justice of 
the supreme court who concurred in 
that opinion, with three superior 
court judges. 

“As just pointed out, this opin- 
ion is not binding in another suit. 
In a quo warranto case there would 
be no disqualified members of the 
supreme court, hence three of the four 
judges who expressed the opinion that 
Daniel was treasurer will not be mem- 
bers of the court when a quo war- 
ranto comes before it.

FIRE BOARD WILL: VOTE 
UN NEW ENGINES TODAY 


Two Pumpers Said Necessary 
To Keep Department Ready 
for Emergencies. 


Additional apparatus for Atlanta's 
crack fire-fighting outfit will be voted 
on at 8 o'clock tonight at a meeting 
of the Atlanta board of firemasters 
called by Councilman Walter M. Sut- 
ton, chairman. New equipment is 
necessary to keep the department 


ready for any emergency, according to 
Chief J. O. Parker and other fire 
officials. 

Two 1,500-gallon pumpers will be 
added if the recommendation of a sub- 
committee is approved tonight. The 
largest pumpers now in service are of 
1,000-gallon capacity, Councilman 
Sutton said, and the new equipment 
will give eight hose lines a maximum 
force from a single piece of the new 
apparatus. 

One of the new pumpers will be 

placed at the headquarters station, on 
Alabama street, and the other at the 
ne 8 station, on Spring street, it was 
said. 
' No immediate danger’ is felt from 
the present apparatus, but an emer- 
gency which called for continual use 
of one of the present pumpers for 20 
or 30 hours might find it unequal to 
the task when demanded of it. 

Atlanta has not pufchased any roll- 
ing stock for the fire department since 
1927, according to Councilman How- 
ard C. McCutcheon, chairman of the 
subcommittee studying the purchase. 
The average age of the equipment on 
hand is 16 years and despite the fact 
that the city’s fire department won 
the highest national award for low 
fire loss last year,. officials of the de- 
partment say they do not want an 
emergency to find them unable to take 
care of it. ( ety ae 

The new pumpers, which will be 
bought on a lease purchase plan if 
the recommendation is adopted, will 
remove any such danger, it was 
agreed. 

After approval of the fire board, 
the recommendation will go to the 
finance committee for approval.

Europe and League at Crossroads 
As Council Meets Today in Geneva 


LONDON, May 10.—(/)—Europe is 
confronted tomorrow with the choice 
of continuing the post-war system of 
collective security through conciliation 
at Geneva, or reverting to the pre-war 
doctrine that “migh§makes right,” to 
secret alliances and the “balance of 
power.” 

These alternatives are present as the 
League council, faced by Premier Mus- 
solini’s new empire as an accomplished 
fact, meets tomorrow in Geneva. 

Smaller nations, including the Little 
Entente and Scandinavian countries, 
have demanded that the League go on. 
But the position of the two major 
League powers, Great Britain and 
France, has not been defined—espe- 
cially as to whether sanctions against 
Italy should be lifted. 

While the council meets, Great Brit- 
ain will conduct a gigantic test mobili- 
zation of her land and air defenses on 
the island of Malta, only 60 miles 
from Italy’s Sicily. 

The League will consider the failure 
of economic sanction as a weapon to 
end war and Germany's remilitariza- 
tion of the Rhineland. 

The first storm gathered in a 
Geneva report that Italy’s represent- 
atives may demand the ousting of the 
Ethiopian delegate from the council 
table on the ground a conquered na- 
tion no longer is a member of the 
League. 

Small, neutral powers, particularly 
the Scandinavian states, already have 
sounded a warning the, are prepared 
to fight against “such an open mock- 
ery of the League.” 

While support of continued sanc- 
tions against Italy is rapidly diminieh- 
ing among the major powers, notably 
Britain and France, little nations— 
frightened by the prospect of becoming 
future targets of land-hungry big 
powers—apparently are far from 
ready to rescind the present embargo 
against Italy or to admit the absolute 
failure of sanctions. 

A survey of Europe's capitals to- 
night indicates the fate of Geneva 
hinges upon the following points:

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


Meat eating animals seem to fat- 
ten more readily on a diet contain- 
ing considerable fat; herbivora on a 
diet containing considerable carbohy- 
drate (starches and sugars). On an 
ordinary mixed diet man seems to 
oxidize carbohydrates to yield muscu- 
lar energy and warmth more readi 
than fats and if the diet is well bal- 
anced and adequate in all respects 
the fat is more readily deposited in 
the tissues. But if the diet is defi- 
cient in minerals and vitamins and 
excessive in the proportion of carbo- 
hydrates—as our diet generally is— 
the excess of carbohydrate material 
unquestionably goes to form fat. 


A common notion harbored by fat 
folk is that potato is very fattening. 
In fact potato is only one-third as 
fattening as bread. That is, three 
pounds of potato is equal to one 
pound of bread in nutritive value. 

Choosing this and that item and 
eschewing other items on the menu, 
in the belief that one can’ control 
weight that way, is a futile scheme 
anyway. It is not the particular 
foods one eats or does not eat that 
determines the state of nutrition, but 
rather the grand total of food con- 
sumed day by day as measured or 
estimated in calories. 

Refined carbohydrates are _ the 
cheapest, most available, most delect- 
able and easiest to eat even when 
one is not particularly hungry. Al- 
most any one can take a dish of ice 
cream, a bit of cake, a sweetened 
beverage or some candy at any time 
it is offered. Most people eat a 
square meal which is more or less 
adequate, then, because it is custom-

just so much excess nutriment. Is it 
any wonder corpulency is so common 
after 30? 

If excessive flesh were merely un- 
becoming it would not concern us 
here. Accumulation of Surplus girth 
or displacement after the age of 3U 
definitely shortens expectation of life, 
and so in the interest of longevity 
we must recognize it as an impor- 
tant health problem. Not only that, 
but it handicaps every physiological 
process, and imposes on the indivi- 
dual a lower level, a slower pace in 
living. However, most women and 
many men who desire to reduce are 
prompted by vanity rather than any 
consideration of longevity or health. 

Persons who do honest work or 
play every day are less likely to ac- 
cumulate excessive fat than are those 
who live by their wits or as parasites 
on others. Probably the best anti- 
fat prescription any one can take is 
two miles of oxygen three times a 
day. on the hoof. Exercise of any 
kind increases oxygen absorption, oxi- 
dation, metabolism. In some states 
of slow or subnormal metabolism, no- 
tably hypothyroidism or myxedema, 
the individual lacks inclination to 
work or play, prefers to sit or lie 
and mope or vegetate. Here the phy- 
sician’s judgment is essential, to cor- 
rect the faulty metabolism and place 
the patient in a “free to reduce” con- 
dition.

Water lapped against second story 
windows as floods brought new 
threats to property and life in the Po- 
tomac valley. Spring rains and melt- 
ing mountain snows burdened tribu- 
tary rivers with a load they could not 


carry. 

“Reaching her arms far up into the 
laurel-laden, pine-clad Appalachians, 
the historic Potomac river embraces 
unusual panoramas of mountain, for- 
est, and fertile plains,” says a bul- 
letin from the ashington, D. C., 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

“Indian canoes first swept down its 
rapids and glided over glassy reaches. 
In the search for farm lands beyond 
the mountain barriers frontiersmen in 
buckskins followed its windings. Canal 
boats carried produce over a riverside 
route fostered by Georgia Washing- 
ton. Today the banks of the Potomac 
and its branches afford to railways 
level pathways through the folded 
hills. 

Scene of Indian Warfare, 

“The turbid, lashing waters of to- 
day are mild woes compared to those 
that the human history of the region 
records. Wars and massacres were 
frequent a century and a half ago as 
Indians and white men juggled con- 
trol of the Potomac valley. Where 
the Antietam joins the greater stream, 
warlike Delawares and marauding 
Catawbas spilled each other’s blood in 
savage bush-fights. Decades later, red- 
skinned foes made common cause 
against invading white pioneers, Log- 
built forts gave scant shelter against 
tribesmen, roused to anger in defense 
of their hunting grounds. More recent- 
ly, the gray line of Lee and the blue 
of McClellan wavered back and forth 
across .he Pot mac as Confederacy 
and Union grappled for conflicting 
principles. 

“Where the noisy Shenandoah 
foams down to join the Potomac under 
the shadow of precipitous heights, 
stands Harper’s Ferry, scene of John 
Brown’s famous raid on a government 
arsenal, Out of the incident came the 
catchy song that fired marching col- 
umns with fighting fervor. 

“Farther down the river, at Great 
Falls, old locks remain of George 
Washington’s Potomac canal, fore- 
runner’ of the more ambitious Chesa- 
peake and Ohio canal. Today, the 
long-unused towpath gives hikers an 
easy trail along the shaded river 
banks.

“Still lower, where the river meets 
the tide, Georgetown, half a century 
old when Washington was _ born, 
sprawls over the hills.

“About 450 miles long, the great 
Potomac receives its waters from four 
states—West Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia and Maryland. From the junc- 
tion of its north and south branches 
until it reaches Harper's Ferry, 
the Potomac separates Maryland from 
West Virginia. From Harper’s Ferry 
to its mouth, the boundary between 
Maryland and Virginia follows the 
course of the river. Of the 245-foot 
fall between the Blue Ridge and tide- 
water, about feet occur in the 
series of rapids and chutes 1t miles 
above Washington, including the 35- 
foot cataract of the Great Falls itself. 
The Shenandoah river joins the Po-

Hollywood Today

“Miss Dietrich’s new respect 
or is typical,” inventor Dr. H. ee 
mus—six-feet three-inches, white-hair- 
ed, blue-eyed, and with double the 
normal portion of enthusiasm—inform- 
ed your correspondent during an inter 
view in his elegant Hollywood offices. 

But a short while ago, practically 
every studio in Hollywood flatly re- 
fused to have anything to do with me. 
Today, every major studio in the world 
is fighting for the use of technicolor 

, Cameramen and technicians.” 
Officially, technicolor was conceiy- 
ed in 1915, when Dr. Kalmus, his 
wife, Natalie, and Messrs. D. F. Com- 
stock and W. B. Wescott started re- 
search work in color film photography. 
But the actual, unrecorded beginning 
was several years earlier when Kal- 
mus, then a pink-faced graduate of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, was sent abroad with several 
of his colleagues on fellowship scholar- 
ships. While in Burope, a strong 
oe developed between Kalmus 
an e two men who later 
become his partners. igre 

“On our return to Boston, we 
became serious-minded siipeabeoat 
$6,000 a year. As a side-line, we incor- 
porated the Kalmus, Comstock and 
Wescott Engineering Company. 

“One of our first commodities was 

extracted from the blood of slaughtered 
animals and sold to the bakery indus- 
try. Bakers all over the world still 
use it for bread-making. Carborundum, 
the next hardest substante to dia- 
monds, was another of our inventions. 
A large factory devoted to its manu- 
facture still exists in Niagara Falls. 
_ “Within a short while we were mak- 
ing $60,000 a year as inventors, in ad- 
dition to the $6,000 paid us as pro- 
fessors. We decided to leave Boston 
‘Tech,’ and give all our time and 
brains to the.more profitable busi- 
ness. 
_ In 1912 the three partners turned 
inventive eyes on the motion picture 
industry, then beginning to take root 
as a commercial reality. 

_“We discussed every angle of the 
picture business and decided that what 
it lacked from an artistic point of 
view was color—color that would be 
different from the many brands on 
the market, in that it would authen- 
tically reproduce the multitude of 
shades that existed in real life.” 


After three years of experimentation, 
a small laboratory for the making of 
technicolor films—the trade mark 
“Technicolor” was a tribute to their 
alma mater—was opened in Boston. 
Kalmus proceeded to invent a new 
kind of camera, unlike any yet con- 
structed. It was also necessary to make 
a new double-coated film, dyes that 
were true, and machinery for develop- 
ing and printing capable of giving 
uniform results on a quantity basis. 
It was not easy. 

Despairing of getting results in the 
laboratory, the three inventors en- 
trained for Florida, and took Mrs. 
Kalmus with them as an experimental 
model. For several hours each day the 
attractive doctor's wife pees in each 
ahd all of her clothes, from sun-suit 
to evening gown—on the beach, in the 
hotel, on the street. A laboratory was 
set up in an unused railréad coach 
and shunted back and forth to Jack- 
sonville to exhibit skeptical theater 
owners. 

The success of Disney’s “Three Lit- 
tle Pigs” wae the opening wedge for 
a second color rush that will, in the 
opinion of the inventor, make black 
and white photography completely ob- 
solete within the next four or five 
years.

Selassie Suffers Nervous Collapse | 


After Listening to Duce on Radio 


JERUSALEM, May 10.—(UP)— 


Emperor Haile Selassie, fugitive king 
of kings of Ethiopia, suffered a ner- 
vouse collapse today. 

Lieutenant General A. G. Wau- 
chope, British high commissioner for 
Palestine, ordered his personal physi- 
cian to attend the former Conquering 
Lion of Judah, 


The negus rose at 4 a. m. and, as/| gas 


is his custom, prayed at the Ethiopian 
church. He etrolled for a half hour 
in the grounds of the King David hotel 
with other members of his family, ac- 
companied by a Palestinian detective. 

Later he returned to his suite for 
breakfast and became ill. 

The high commissioner’s physician 
arirved shortly afterwards and diag- 
nosed the negus’ ailment as a nervous 
collapse. 

A radio was installed in the negus’ 
suite last night to enable him to listen 
to Premier Benito Mussolini’s procla- 
mation at Rome annexing Ethiopia aa 
an Italian colony. He was said to 
have been unable to restrain his emo- 


Ptions and turned off the radio in 

the middle of the historic speech. 
Earlier today, the negus received 

this correspondent and a few other 


foreign newspapermen and announced 

that he and his family fled from 

Ethiopia “in order to save our people 

from extermination by Italian poison 
~ 


The negus then abruptly but apolo- 
getically left the room to receive a 
telephone call from Paris. 

A spokesman for the emperor told 
the United Press that the negus had 
received an offer of $100,000 for the 
first two weeks and $50,000 for the 
second two weeks to attend the Texas 
centennial exhibition. 

The emperor and his family, accom- 
panied by a handful of faithful fol- 
lowers, arrived last Friday aboard the 
British cruiser Enterprise to enter self- 
imposed exéle in the Holy Land. 

After the defeat of his imperial 
guards at Korem, the emperor was in 
constant flight.

With two and a half honor tricks 
and even distribution North made a 
miserable bid when he responded only 
one no trump to the take-out double. 
Since the double itself had advertised 
about three and a half honor tricks 
he could, of course, know that the 
North-South combined hands had a 
total of approximately six honor tricks 
which, by the Culbertson “rule of 
eight,’’ left the opponents with a max- 
imum of about two and a half.
